We shall never 
have a salisfactory condition of things 
in the building trades until we are in- 
dependent of the Calgary agencies, and 
L believe it. {a essential that a business 
men's committee be formed whose sin- 
sle purpose shall be the altraction, to 
Fdmonton of supply houses with whom 
we can deal direct. We want to deal

MAYOR TO URGE NEED 


OF A NEW CITY HALL 


QUESTION SCHEDULED TO COME BEFORE CITY COUN- 
CIL TUESDAY NIGHT—PLANS MAY BE CALLED 
FOR BY ARCHITECTS. 


Realizing that a new city hall is a 
necessity and that work should be 
commenced at as early a date as pos- 
sible, Mayor Armstrong will take up 
the question with the council on Tues- 
day evening, with a view to calling for 
plans for the proposed structure. It 
is his worship's opinion that in sceur- 
ing plans the course adopted by the 
exhibition association should be fol- 
lowed. That is, the city should offer 
special inducements to the architects 
of the city, on the understanding that 
cash prizes would be awarded to those 
who secured second and third places, 
while the contract for the erection of 
the building would be awarded to the 
one producing the plans which take 
first place. It would) be understood 
that where special prizes are awarded 
the plans would become the property 
of the city. 

“Tam confident that 
structure at the present time which 
would cost the city at least) half a 
million dollars. Within a few years 
another addition would have to be 
made, so that the plans should pro- 
vide for the needs of the city in this 
respect for a number of years to 
come." 

“The plans could be so drawn that 
the city could proceed with the erec- 
tion of a portion of the building at an 
early date and complete other parts as 
they are needed, without impairing the 
architectural beauty of the structure.” 

For the past three years the heads 
of the different civic departments 
have been complaining about the lack 
of room. This was partly abolished 
{wo years ago, when the telephone 
building was completed and several 
departments moved into their new 
quarters, but since that period the 
growth of the city’s business has been 
such that it is impossible to carry on 
the business of the municipality under 
anything like satisfactory conditions. 

The new structure, when erected. 
would be complete in every way and 
would in the long run cost, without the 
regular office: equipment, one million 
dollars, It is pointed out that with all 
the different civic. departments under 
one roof, connected with a private tele- 
phone exchange, save for the power 
house and the telephone department, 
that the business of the city could be 
transacted much more expeditiously, 

It is now generally admilted that the 
proper site for such a structure is on 
the old market square property and the
